What | 
then ? Does it follow that all men will 
be saved because these terms are some- 
times used to signify a limited duration ? 
By no means. We might give up all 
these expressions, and yet the scripture 
testimony remain unshaken. The doc- 
trine of future punishment does not de- 
pend upon the meaning ofa few words | 
or phrases. It is inwrought into the whole 
texture of scripture language, and is as- 
serted in a great variety of forms, on pur- 
pose, it would seem, to prevent the truth

In fifteen instances it 
is applied to the coniinuance of the glory, | 
perfections, government and praise of | 
God. Inone itis used to denote the fu-| 
ture happiness of the righteous ; and in| 
the other two, it is applied to the future | 
punishment of the wicked. The proba- | 
bility then that in these two instances it 
denotes endless duration, is a8 sixteen to! 
nothing.

rhe first emigrants on landing were im- 
mediately received into the houses and at 
the tables of even the most respectable of 
the inhabitants, many of them expressed 
disappointment when they found they 
could obtain none to partake of their kind- 
nese. The emigrants were then told that 
after having rested from their voyage 
three days, carts and horses would be fur- 
nished to take them to the land provided 
for them by the government. Before the 
three days had expired the emigrants ex- 
pressed a wish to remain in their good 
quarters a week longer, which was grant- 
ed. Before the exniration of the week, 
having learnt that the government lands 
were 30 or 40 miles trom the city, many 
ot them who wished to live in the city, of 
had been urged by fair and imposing offers 
to go on to the Jands of individuals, began 


to complain. Thev supposed, they said,

Phe conseqnence was, that few went on to 
their own land; many, in taking lands on 
-{shares, fell into the hands of men who 
used them harshly, or did not falfil the

But these were 
such as went out expecting to meet diffi- 
culties, expecting to labour and not to live 
in the city; and they are so numerous 
and pursuing their course with so much 
enterprise, that I feel there is more rea- 
son for surprise at the industry and con- 
teutment which they exhibit, than at the 
dissatisfaction which has brought back 
200, and will perbaps bring back a few 
more. ‘The number who are dissatisfied 


| must certainly be considered small when 


we reflect how large a portion of the emi- 
grants went from our cities, how many of 
them had been servants, how many of 
them knew nothing of agriculture, and how 
many of them went out with no istention 
to remain, but merely because they could 
go for nothing, at aseason when they could 
get litthe employment in this country.— 
Under these circumstances, no one ac- 
quainted with human nature, will be dis- 
appointed atthe return of these emigrants 
Certainly the principal men of Hayti are 
not disappuinted nor discouraged, but are 
still ready to bear the greatest part of the 
burden of emigration, and to an unlimited 
extent, as the President assured me that 
his government would set no limits to the 
number of the emigrants. ‘* The whole 
slave and free coloured population in the 
United States may come this year,” he 
said ‘* ifthey please.” 

The conclasion then is, that while the 
conduct of the Philantropic Society at 
Port au Prince cannot be approved in en- 
couraging the emigrants to take the lands 
of individuals in preference to those of the 
government, and while the mistake of 
government, founded in its liberality in 
giving rations to all, whether they took the 
government lands or not, encouraged the
